Two Italian 
Drives Stopped 


RAF Planes Bomb Rome 
Troop Bases in 
Mountains 


ATHENS, Feb. 7 (UP). — Greek 
forces, battling in chilling rain, to- 
day repulsed two Italian counter- 
attacks on the Albanian front above 
Klisura, an official spokesman said. 

In the past 48 hours the fascists 
have launched a series of attacks 
in the mountainous region trying 


to regain lost positions and 


strengthen the defenses of Valona 
and Berati, it was stated. 

The government spokesman, deny- 
ing Italian claims of naval victories 
over the Greeks, said that no Greek 


outbreak of the war on Oct. 28 but 
that three Italian submarines and 
merchant ships totalling 35,000 tons 
have been sent to the bottom. 

British Royal Air Force planes 
supporting Greek forces on the Al- 
banian front yesterday bombed 
Italian transport concentrations 
and military stores west of Tepe- 
Uni and in the Krahas district, a 
communique said today. 

The attacks were said to have 
been carried out in a driving rain. 


LONDON, Feb. 7 (UP).—British 
military sources said today the 
Greeks on the Albanian front were 
meeting growing resistance from 
the Italians, who were being con- 
Stantly reinforced by new troops.

Two young American boys, who fought for the Spanish 
Republic, have just come to New York with inspiring reports | 
of the guerrilla armies in the mountains of Asturias. 

Manuel Eddy Alvarez, 21, of Jersey City, and Consino cabinet and be held responsible 
Norniella, 28, of New York, told their story at the head- 


quarters of the Abraham Lincoln 
Brigade at 66 Fifth Ave. 

The two boys belong to the heroic 
band of ex-prisoners of Franco. 
They were flogged and starved for 
three years in Franco’s prisons till 
they obtained their release this year 
as native-born American citizens. 

What helped to keep them alive 
during the three years of torture 
was the news that kept coming 
through the fail bars of the grow- 
ing strength of the guerrilla ban 
in the Asturias. 

Now they are free, and looking 
for work and helping the people who 
are working for the release of the 
last 13 Americans and several hun- 
dred International Brigade mem- 
bers still held in Spain. 


GET NEWS IN PRISON 

The 13 Americans and the Inter- 
nationals are part of the vast num- 
ber of prisoners and forced labor 
victims in Franco's grip. The United 
American Spanish Aid Societies 
estimates the number at 3.000.000 

The two boys’ families are of 
Asturian stock. And new Asturian 
prisoners kept bringirg the lads 
news of the anti-fascist forces, who 
sniped the Filangist troops in the 
mountains and conducted success- 
ful raids on fascist posts for rifles, 
machine guns, ammunition and 
other supplies. : 

Alvarez and Nornlella had gone 
back to visit their ancestors’ land 
80 years before the war began. 
When the fascist generals staged 
their coup d’etat in 1936 they 
joined the Republican armies. They 
were part of the forces trapped in 
the Basque country when the north- 
ern front fell and were captured 
in October, 1937, while trying to 
escape to Prarmee in a boat with 
other Spanish Republicans. 

The boys could only tell of the 
guerrilla forces in the North, though 
many small bands of irregular 
troops are fighting against Franco

Belchite camp admitted that As- 
turias had become too hot for him. 
His job in Asturias was to hunt the 
guerrillas, but he found that the 
guerrillas were hunting him instead. 
One by one so many of his men 
were knocked off that he begged

American boys worked in a 
uaffy at Belchite, getting stones 
for reconstruction work. 

The civil guards’ headquarters, 
the jail and the church were the 
first buildings to be reconstructed 
in this battlefield town, which the 
Republicans captured in 1937. 

Floggings were daily routine at 
the camp in Belchite. The flog- 
gings were given by the sergeants 
and there were 50 sergeants out of 
150 guards. 

Floggings began at dawn when 
the prisoners were hurried out of 
beds for inspection outside. Ser- 
geants, armed with tough hemp 
whips, fortified with leather strips, 
lashed the men as they hurried 
for the line-up outside. 

“The sergeants hit you with 
anything they have in their hands 
at any time they feel like it. They 
hit you with heavy sticks some- 
times,” said one of the boys. 

He said that he had once seen & 
fascist lieutenant break three canes 
over a prisoner’s head. 

“How can a man survive such 
treatment?” some one asked. 

The boy smiled grimly. “You 
don’t know how much you can 
stand till you have to,” he said. 
“We used to say we couldn’t stand 
it if it got worse. It always got 
worse. We would sa_ e can’t eat 
the wretched bread they give us. 
Next day there wouldn't be any 
bread. We used to think we 
would all freeze to death without 
heat in the wretched building we 
were living in and hardly any
